Charleston, W Va , Jan 31. — Tha 


rescue party at the ill-fated Stuart 
mine of the White Oak Fuel company 
succeeded in reaching the bottom of 
the shaft, only to encounter one of 
the most grewsome sights ever seen in 
the history of mining operations in 
this state. As nearly as the rescuers 
eould determine, the mutilated re- 
mains of at least 30 men were scat- 
tered about among the debris of the 
wrecked mine, access to the entries of 
which is still attended with the great- 
est danger. The mine cage was wreck- 
rd and rendered useless by the explo- 
sion. 
Work on its repair is being 


pushed with all possible speed. There 
Is no hope that a single occupant of 
the 
mine has escaped. Estimates 


vary as to the number in the workings 
at the time of the explosion, but it 
•was certainly not less than 73, and 
may reach 90.

Tru%t, which Senator 
Kittredge of 


South Dakota declares that the "king 
of all trusts in restraint of trade — 
remorseless in its grasp on the peo- 
ple, and the only change which it con- 
templates is to increase the price of 
its'products at stated and frequent 
intervals, without regard 
to cost" 


fie also said that "within the last five 
years the price of lumber and timber 
products have arbitrarily 
advanced 


from 100 to 500 per cent." 


Senator 
Kittredge 
proposed 
to 


protect the people from this monop- 
oly by having the 
federal 
govern- 


ment investigate the trust and sug- 
gested that there is a simple Tvay to 
help break the power or this rapa- 
cious "trust if Republican members or 
Congress were willing to do It, hy 
cutting off ihe tariff protection. 
The 


tariff tax on lumber ranges from 10 
to 64 per cent of its value, ami if 
lumber products were placed on the 
free list there would be considerable 
competition from Canada and other 
countries that have surplus lumber 
to sell. The ensuing competition un- 
der free lumber, joined with the crim- 
inal prosecution of the lumber bar- 
O'ns, for no fine would probably have 
any effect on them, would break up 
the combination or trust and bring 
down the price of lumber to what ir 
is worth. 


It is singular that every

sional district but one adjacent to the 
Canadian line where lae voters would 
especially benefit by competing lum- 
ber is represented by a Republican.

WAR WITH JAPS 


(Sontinued from Page 1. ) 


Pacific coast. The chaiacter of the 
discussion leads us to feel confident 
that a solution Trill be reached satis- 
factory to all concerned. The result of 
the meeting IB that the delegation has 
telegraphed to the president of the 
San Francisco board of education and 
the superintendent of schools to coma 
to Washington at once for a confer- 
ence with the president and secretary 
of state." 


The existing treaty between the 


United States and Japan will expire 
March 12 thi« year. President Roose- 
velt has heretofore assured the mem- 
bers «f congress from California that 
he would endeavor ts form a new 
treaty with the Japanese empire which 
would meet their entire approval, and 
at the same time prove satisfactory to 
the Tokyo government. 
The Califor- 


nians hav* in the past insisted on an 
exclusion act to bar Japanese coolies 
out of the United States, but it is 
hinted that Senators Perkins and Flint 
and the members of the house of rep- 
resentatives from that state have prac- 
tically agreed to waive this demand 
and leave it to President Roosevelt to 
negotiate a new convention which will 
keep Japanese coolie labor out of this 
country. Japan has made it clear that 
she will only consider a treaty that is 
mutual. 


It is admitted at the Japanese em- 


bassy that Viscount Aoki, the Jap- 
anese ambassador, has discussed tha 
proposed treaty with the president, 
and that they are in perfect accord. 
The second secretary of the embassy 
stated that Japan does not encourage 
her laborers to come to this country.

A man who 
from any cause has lost a good part of 
his hair usually loses it some time aft- 
er middle life, when his vitality begins 
io ebb. You must bear in mind that the 
scalp is filled with myriads of blood 
vessels, and when it is exposed with- 
out the covering that nature intended 
tiy give it a man is apt to suffer from 
sudden and acute attacks of cold, ca- 
tarrh and influenza. I have often pre- 
scribed the wearing of a toupee or wig 
to a patient who has come te uie com- 
plaining of his susceptibility to colds, 
and In nine cases ou-t of ten after the 
wig has been worn the susceptibility 
has ceased at once. Many cases of 
deafness I have traced to colds con- 
stantly recurriug in those who have 
lost their hair aud who have provided 
no substitute for nature's covering. 
Some cases of chronic sore throat are 
traceable to the same cause. lu some 
instances patients suffering from tu- 
berculosis of the lungs in the early 
stages have found decided protection 
from colds by wearing a wig. Those 
who need to wear a wig aud will not 
do so must be regarded as victims of 
vanity rather than those who, accept- 
ing the inevitable, make the best of 
their misfortune, for I regard baldness 
as nothing less than a misfortune to 
any man or woman."—Leslie's Weekly.

On several notable occasions 
their noble lordships have been para- 
lyzed and have got very much the 
worst of it in stormy arguments with 
the gentlemen of the house of com- 
mons. 


The first occasion on which this hcp- 


naiwi ivi« Tvbmi tbp ripers ventured to 
differ with the long parliament, which 
was at the time engaged in a life and 
death struggle with Charles I. The 
commons 011 this occasion wasted no 
valuable time in talking, but promptly 
abolished the lords altogether and 
turned them, archbishops, dukes, belt- 
ed earls and all the rest of the gor- 
geous roroneted c--»>wd, into the street. 
The gilded chamber was vacant. 


For half a ''dozen years or so the 


country got on without any house of 
lords. 


All the checks the house of lords 


have received have not been of such a 
drastic nature as this, of course. 


Various ministries, finding that the 


peers were unwilling to pass their pro- 
posed bills, have resorted to the threat 
to create enough new peers to swamp 
the house of lords. These new peers 
would, of course, have been pledged 
beforehand to vote for the ministry 
creating them. 


In 1711 the prime minister of the 


day, the dar'ng and unscrupulous Vis- 
count Boliiigbroke, was anxious to ter- 
minate the desolating and ruinous war 
with France, which had been raging 
on and off tor twenty years. 


To effect this purpose he had drawn 


up the treaty of Utrecht. It was neces- 
sary at that time that lords and com- 
mons should agree to a treaty before 
it would become valid. The commons 
assented to the treaty, but the lords 
declared that they would have none 
of it and that the war-must go on, 
whereupon 
Bolingbroke coolly but 


firmly informed them that, rather than 
see himself defied by them, he would 
create a whole army of new peers to 
vote for the treaty. 


The story goes that he had a regi- 


ment of the Life guards paraded under 
the windows of the house of lords and 
threatened to make every trooper into 
a noble lord if driven to it. He did 
make twelve new peers, and then the 
lords gave in. 


The Liberal government cf 1832, with 


Earl Grey as prime minister, used the 
same threat. They wished to pass the 
first reform bill. The lords hated this 
bill bitterly. 


Until then they had been practically 


an oligarchy, with all-the real power 
in their hands. The franchise had been 
so limited that only rich men, and gen- 
erally only the nominee of some great 
nobleman, could get into parliament. 


The reform bill altered that. It gave 


the smaller men a chance. The lords 
expressed their deliberate intention of 
wrecking the bill. 


Earl Grey retorted by extorting from 


King William IV.—who didn't like re- 
form bills, but dared not oppose the 
wish of the nation for fear of a revo- 
lution—permission to call up to the 
house of lords as many new peers as 
should be necessary to carry his bill. 


The mere threat was enough for the 


lords. They had no wish to see their 
order made cheap and ridiculous, as 
would have been the case had peers 
become as plentiful as blackberries. 


It used to bu the custom in the Brit- 


ish army for all officers' commissions 
to be purchased. That is, an officer, in- 
stead of getting into the army by 
means of a competitive examination 
and rising by merit, came straight 
from school, without knowing anything 
of the new duties he was about to as- 
sume, and had a commission bought 
for him. After that, instead of being 
promoted as a reward for his services, 
he used to buy each promotion. 


If he had no money his chances of 


being promoted were about a thousand 
to oue. The result was that oiliccrs 
who had grown gray in the service and 
fought in many battles remained sub- 
ordinates all their lives, while the sons 
of wealthy families who had not seen 
a quarter of their service jumped over 
their heads by having their way pur- 
chased up for them to be colonels and 
generals. 


Mr. (Madstoue decided to do away 


with this purchase system. The lords 
did not wish it to be abolished. Con- 
sequently, when Mr. Gladstone intro- 
duced a bill to abolish purchase in the 
army the house of lords was not dis- 
posed to give it a kind reception. 


They threw out the hill aud imagined 


that they had won a glorious victory. 
But Mr. Gladstone found that Queen 
Victoria had the power to abolish pur- 
chase in the army by her own act If 
she pleased. He induced the queen to 
do this by means of a royal warrant. 


And the house of lords could no rnoro 


interfere with a royal warrant than 
they could knock the dome off St. 
Paul's by throwing their coronets at It. 
—Pearson's London Weeklv.

Tos- 
arsky unfortunately could add nothing 
to what he had published in his article. 
I believe, however, that I have found 
the source from which his instance had 
been taken. 


In'his book upon the physiology of 


taste, which had its day of celebrity, 
Brillat-Savarin relates the following: 
"I had a great-aunt, ninety-three years 
old, who was dying. Although for some 
time confined to her bed, she had re- 
tained all her faculties, and her condi- 
tion was only betrayed by her loss of 
appetite and the weakening: of -ier 
voice. She had always shown a fond- 
ness for me, and I was near her bed, 
affectionately ready, to wait on her, 
which did not prevent my watching 
her with the philosophical eye 1 have 
ever had for the things and events sur- 
rounding me. 'Are you there, nephew T 
she asked, in a scarcely audible voice. 
'Yes, aunt: I am here at your service, 
and I think you would do well tortake 
a little good old wine.' 'Give, inon 
ami. One can alwa3rs swallow liquid.' 
I hastened. Eaisiug her gently, I made 
her take half a glass of my best wine. 
She brightened for a moment and, look- 
tag at me with eyes which had once 
been very fine, 'Thank yon,' she said, 
'for this last favor. If ever you reach 
my age you will find that death be- 
comes a need, just like sleep.' 


'"These were her last words. Half an 


hour later she had fallen asleep forev- 
er. We unmistakably have here an in- 
stance of the instinct of natural death. 
The instinct was shown at a relatively 
early age in a person who had retain- 
ed all her intellectual faculties."—Pro- 
fessor Elie Metehuikoff iu Harper's.

ROOSEVELT 


Taken to Task In the House by • 


Republican Congressman. 


"Washington, Jan. 31. — Representa- 


tive Wadsworth of New York, chair- 
man of the committee on agriculture, 
took occasion to speak in the house in 
•vindication of himself and that com- 
mittee for the work done last session 
in connection with the meat'-inspec- 
tion bill, and in doing so evoked a pro- 
Bounced demonstration of approval. 
Mr. Wadsworth said: 


Last June, when the meat Inspection 


legislation was under consideration by 
congress, the chief executive of the na- 
tion saw fit, In a letter addressed to the 
chairman of the committee on agricul- 
ture of the house of representatives, In 
unmeasured terms and in language con- 
veviner a threat, and in words intimating 
a doubt as to the sincerity and honesty 
of purpose of the members of that com- 
mittee, to condemn the meat inspection 
bill reported by the committee on agri- 
culture. 


As the house well 
knows, the very 


bill condemned so severely by the execu- 
tive in his letter to the chairman of the 
committee 
on 
agriculture, with 
few 


amendments In its 
verbiage, amend- 


ments which in no way increased its 
effectiveness, was signed by him on June 
30, 1906, and now is the law of the land. 
In justice to and in vindication of my- 
self, I offer the testimony of the secre- 
tary of agriculture as given by Mr. Mel- 
vln of the bureau of animal industry, 
the bureau having In charge the execu- 
tion of the law. 


He read from the testimony of Dr. 


Melvin, who testified to the efficiency 
of the measure. Mr. Wadsworth con- 
cluded as follows: 


So that, after seven months of study 


of 
its 
provisions, during which time 


many questions arose and had to be set- 
tied, and many rules and regulations 
promulgated, and after four months of 
active enforcement of the bill, the sec- 
retary of agriculture has not found it 
necessary to suggest or recommend a 
single amendment to make it more effec- 
tive—not one.

dents. But they are not. The Alina- 
nach de Gotha began to appear in 
17C3, but the purchasers did not file it 
for reference. The earliest numbers in 
the British museum arc those for 1774 
and 1783, and a complete set can be 
consulted nowhere except in the edito- 
rial office in Friedrich's Alice in the 
ittle Thuringian capital. Probably not 
one in ten thousand of those who cur- 
rently use the almanac has any knowl- 
edge of its interesting history. 


It had of course its predecessors. 


The bibliographies of almanacs are 
ponderous tomes, and the middle of 
the eighteenth century was the golden 
age of this kind of literature. In Paris 
alone as many as seventy-three alma- 
nacs were published in the year 1700. 
including a royal almanac, an almanac 
for merchants, an almanac for Free- 
masons, an almanac of beasts, an al- 
manac of badinage, etc. The city of 
Gotha itself had its own almanac from 
a still earlier date in the shape of an 
"improved 
Gotha 
genealogical and 


writing calendar," the origin of which 
is lost in the mist of antiquity, though 
a copy dated 1740 survives.—Francis 
Gribble in Scribner's.

FREE PORTS 


Suggestion of Secretary Shaw, Who 


Speaks In New England. 


Concord, N. H., Jan. 31.—Secretary 


Shaw spoke before the New Hamp- 
shire board of trade here on the sub- 
ject of "A Foreign Market For Ameri- 
can Labor." During the course of hia 
address, Secretary Shaw developed an 
idea of bonded factories on a large 
scale. He said: 
"Merchandise can 


now be produced from imported ma- 
terial in bonded factories. 
It seems 


to be safe and wise to carry the logic 
of this provision one step further and 
have bonded or free ports. 
Suppose, 


instead of a bonded factory, we bond 
a well-defined section of land, contain- 
ing, say several thousand acres. With- 
in this bonded territory all kinds of 
factories could be entered without pay- 
ment of duty. 
This port should, of 


course, contain no dwellings. I would 
allow free coal and every other ele- 
ment of manufacture, except labor, to 
be entered free."

Death Liable to Follow a Sudden 


Outburst of Temper. 


FRENZY MAY SPELL SUICIDE 


'A Chemical Poison Is Created In the 


System When One Indulges In a Fit 


; of Rage—Famous Men^Who Have 


% Died In a Moment of Passion. 


; Death frequently follows a sudden 
fit of anger. Persons who are other- 
wise sensible and even philosophical 
Indulge at times in this suicidal and 
profitless pastime. The Emperor Merva 
died at the age of sixty-sis from fever 
resulting from a fit of anger. Paul 
III., who occupied the papal throne 
from 1534 to 1549 and who was consid- 
ered one of the most intelligent and 
liberal as well as just of popes, died 
from a sudden fit of anger while up- 
braiding Ga'rdiual Aiessandro Farnese, 
\vho had proved false to his friends 
and benefactor. 


The emperor of Vaieutinian while; 


addressing a deputation of backsliding 
Germans allowed his angry emotions 
to get the upper hand of his common 
sense and fell dead ere he had finished 
speaking; The celebrated English sur- 
geon John .Hunter indulged in angry 
dispute with one of his colleagues at 
St. George's hospital and dropped dead 
at the feet of him who had been the 
canse of the resentful and bitter re- 
marks. The Russian surgeon Badda- 
\roski, being angered at the awkward- 
ness of an assistant during a surgical 
operation, gave free vent to a fit of 
anger and expired without a moment's 
.^warning. 


The milk as well as the flesh of ani- 


mals that have died while in a rage 
has been found upon analysis to con- 
tain elements of poison, and many an 
innocent babe has been made danger- 
ously ill by nursing at the mother's 
breast Immediately after that mother 
had indulged in a fit of frenzy or an- 
ger. Neither the chemist nor bacteri- 
ologist has yet been able to demon- 
strate the particular poison or germ 
that renders the milt toxic under the 
conditions; bnt that a poison and a 
very active and energetic one exists Is 
unquestionable. 


( Death during a fit of anger may be 
produced by a toxic product developed 
' by the undue excitement as much as 
to the play of the emotions upon the 
nerve centers of the heart. Little chil- 
dren should be taught in earliest in- 
fancy to control then? angry passions. 
A parent smiling approvingly at what 
lie is pleased to term the "spui&iness" 
of his offspring; without making any 
effort to reprove or to correct the out- 
burst of ill temper is guilty of wanton 
neglect and is storing up much un- 
pleasantness for both himself and the 
child in future. 


"Anger is a stone cast into a wasp's 


nest," reads the Malabar proverb, and 
liow often the angry word stirs up 
strife and discord and contentions that 
keep up;Jj continual unpleasant buzz- 
ing until, like wasps disturtc-d in their 
nests, they' alight upon the disturber, 
bringing a sting that wounds his own 
personality. 


"Be slow to wrath" might be a cher- 


ished guide at any and every period of 
life. But as years run their course, 
•particularly if accompanied by a fee- 
ble condition of body, a conscious tend- 
ency to fits of anger should induce 
habits of strenuous self control. This 
control, however, is not acquired in 
a day. The imprisoned fire of anger 
but waits for the kindling breath of 
provocation, and each time it is con- 
fronted by the latter a calm exterior, 
even though the spirit be at white heat, 
will win a victory without either party 
to the strife being a loser. - 


A bright three-year-old child who 


was given to passionate outbursts .of 
resentful anger each time her wishes 
•were thwarted was one morning sud- 
denly lifted to the mirror with the 
mother's admonition, "Look. at your- 
self!" Immediately the child's resent- 
ful face changed, and, nestling to her 
mother, who wisely refrained from 
saying another word regarding the 
ebullition of temper, she, with an apol- 
ogetic hug, softly sobbed away the re- 
sentment. 


Some weeks afterward, durinr which 


time there was a marked change for 
the better in the temperament of the 
rhild, the mother had occasion to re- 
prove the little one for an act of dis- 
obedience, using perhaps unnecessary 
warmth of temper at the time. With- 
out hesitation the little one seized her 
by the hand and took her to the mirror. 


" ?Ook at 'orself!" she exclaimed, her 


childish voice as severe as her strength 
permitted, at the same time struggling 
desperately to keep the angry lines 
from her own tiny face by puckering 
her lips into a form from which issued 
a succession of soft, nonchalant oos. 


The lesson had been taught, learned 


and retaugbt, and who shall say how 
far reaching its influence? Jit one caii 
only be brought to understand the toxic 
effect of auger upon the whole senso- 
rial system of the individual, resulting. 
as it frequently does, in sickness and 
even death, each would be more at 
peace with his neighbor, with the com- 
munity and with the world at large.
